No cheese has been on the market 
since August and eggs are unobtain- 
able except surreptitiously at 16 to 
20 cents 'apiece. Berlin's daily milk 
supply is about 350,000. litres against a 
normal 1,000,000, and tt is impossible 
to buv clothing, shoes, stockings or 
blankets except by permission of the 
police.

MAKE U. S. SHELLS

Time 
proposals from American bidders was 
approximately twice those of the Brit- 
igh companies.

FAVORS FOUR YEAR 


TERM FOR ELECTIVE 


OFFICERS OF STATE 


[SPECIAL TO THE 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 17.—A change 
in the state constitution so that all 
of the present elective officers will 
hold for four years instead of two is 
proposed in a constitutional amend- 
ment\ offered in the assembly today 
by'Assemblyman John P.. Donnelly of 
Milwaukee. Mr. Donnelly does not 
agree with the suggestion of Governor 
Philipp in his message last week that 
;he governor should be elected for'a. 
;erm of four years and should hare 
the right to appoint the other officers 
who are to serve as members of his 
cabinet. The 
Milwaukee assembly- 
man takes the position that the pres- 
jnt state officers should be elected. 
nit that the term of office should be 
ucreased from two to four years. 
Regulation of Storage Plants. 
Assemblyman Donnelly also offered 
a bill for the regulation of cold storage 
plants in Wisconsin. 
His bill pro- 
vides that the state dairy and food 
commissioner shall have supervisory 
power over cold storage plants and 
shall issue a license for their opera- 
ion. 
The dairy and food commis- 
ioner, according to the terms of the 
Donnelly bill, will have power to in- 
pect. the 
sanitary 
condition of the 
plants with complete-authority to re- 
uire changes in the methods of sani- 
"ation. Every article of food placed 
n a storage house shall bear a ticket 
bowing the date on which it was 
ilaced in storage. 
No firm 'or cor- 
•oration shall permit to remain in 
ny cold 'storage warehouse any ar- 
icle of food which has been held in 
old storage, either within or without 
ie state, for a longer period 
than 
welve months, except with, the con- 
ent of the dairy and food coinmis- 
ioner. 
In granting an extension of 
me that any article ma" be held in 
torage, the dairy and food commiB- 
ioner must state how long such ar- 
cie may be held.

FORMER JAP AMBASSADOR 


TO U, S. TO STRENGTHEN 
•HUSWAN-JAP ALLIANCE 


Tokio, Jan. 17. — 'Chosen with the 
idea that he will further the cause of 
friendship between Japan and Russia 
and strengthen the alliance recently 
concluded beween the .two erstw-nle 
enemies, Viscount 
Yasuya Uchida, 
ambassador To the United States in 
190SM1, has been appointed as the 
new Japanese envoy to Russia. 
Viscount Uchida fills the post made 
vacant when .Viscount Fotono 
was 
called to accept the position of for- 
eign minister in the new Teraucln 
nunisiry. Besides his term in Wasii- 
inclon, he has acted as ambassador 
to Vienna, minister to China and was 
foreign minister in 1911. He is con- 
sidered one of the most able diplomats 
in Japan. 
Politicians in Tokio take the conciu- 
sion of the Russo-Japanese pact last 
"Spring as the beginning of a long term 
of friend)f political and commercial 
relations oetween the two countries. 
But IE is generally believed that only 
a beginning has been made. Therr- is 
a generally accepted belief that Rus- 
sia requested Japan to wait until the 
close of the war lor signature of addi- 
tional clauses of the new convention.
